SHOE RATIONING 
The last-minute rush to use Coupon IT bel ore it 
expired at midnight June 15 raises the question of how 
well shoe rationing is working. 
Thousands of persons 
really did not need the shoes that coupon represented, 
but were buying them as insurance against getting 
caught in some future change of policy. 
Perhaps it is inevitable in the attempt to distribute 
goods equitably in time of shortage. Perhaps not. At 
any rate, shoes presently unneeded were bought for 
hoarding, and inflation-producing spending was indulged 
in. to make certain that the coupons should not lapse. 
Incidentally, from Washington comes the word that 
the shoe-buying panics that swept across the country 
have sent OPA theorists into a turmoil. 
Should the U. S. follow England’s pattern and issue 
coupons for a year-round supply of shoes ? 
W ill the 
public have learned a valuable lesson in last-minute 
shopping after standing in lines for hours? 
Can shoe 
people promote their product towards the middle of the 
No. IS coupon period to ease the last-minute rush? 
Or are Americans proverbial procrastinators? 
Proprietors of shoe stores feared that the No. 17 
buying rush wfould carry over into the No. 18 period, 
and at least one big chain used newspaper advertise­ 
ments to advise its customers that selections and sizes 
would be better in mid-July or August than they are 
now7. 
OPA expe rts will study the buying charts through 
the summer months to determine what should be done 
after the next ration period. 
The general opinion 
around OPA offices is th at shoppers were actually un­ 
patriotic if they bought shoes they didn’t need, in sizes 
that didn’t fit, just to use up No. IT before the deadline. 


BABY NEEDS FOOD 
Because of low' point values placed by the OPA on 
baby foods, many adults have been buying them. This 
diversion has reached such a point that one major 
m anufacturer has requested food editors to ask the 
public to stop using them. 
Baby ration books would call for something over 
250,000,000 dozen cans a year, if all were used, but the 
industry is restricted to producing not more than 40,- 
000,000 dozens. 
There isn t enough to feed everybody 
on strained foods. 
Presumably most of the offenders have assumed 
that the low point value means a plentitude of baby 
food. 
It doesn’t. 
There’s a scarcity. 
So please don’t 
take the food out of infants’ mouths. 


Protest against large increases in salaries given 
employes of certain government agencies at a time 
when the government is ordering wage and salary stabil­ 
ization in private employment was registered by Hon. 
L. H. Gavin, representative in congress from thee 20th 
district, in a speech on the house floor June lith . And 
that reminds us, Congressman Gavin, one of the com­ 
paratively new members in the house of representatives, 
already has distinguished himself as one of the out­ 
spoken minority members in the present session.
